4) A Submission of Formal Drawings, including changes made on the replacement 
drawing sheet for Figure 1 submitted February 7, 2003, was sent by U.S. mail, with executed 
certificate of transmission under 37 CFR § 1.8 to the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office on 
September 21, 2004. The formal drawings were submitted in connecfion with paying the Issue

submission. 

A postcard is submitted with this Petition filing, for our additional records.
